Chicag o, October 22 (JP)—Ter­ 
rified by a ju ry ’s decree of 19 9 
y ears in prison for the m u rder 
of a crippled and ag ed widow, 
15-y ear-old Roland Mu nroe, Jr., 
today pinned his hope of escap­ 
ing th at penalty u pon the possi­ 
bility of a new trial. 
A ju ry qu alified for the death 
penalty —which the state, how­ 
ev er, did not demand—decided 
in three hou rs last nig ht th at 
Roland was not insane, as the

contended, 
when he

Roland, red-haired and effem­ 
inate, sat in smiling indiffer­ 
ence with his attorney , Samu el 
Hoffman, as they awaited the 
ju ry ’s finding . 
Bu t when the 
sentence was read an ex pres­ 
sion of terror—the first emotion 
he had shown since the trial 
beg an—su pplanted the smile. 
“Is there any more chance?” 
he ask ed as the g u ards led him 
to his cell at the cou nty jail. 
Hoffman assu red him there 
was.

He went to Alcatraz 
p enitentiary as an income tax 
dodger and the gov ernment gav e 
notice only this week it would 
sell his big v illa at Miami Beach, 
Fla., to satisfy a $5 1,498 federal 
tax lien filed against his wife. 
George (Bugs) Moran’s gang 
from the North Side used to war

The gov ernment p rinting of­ 
fice worked today on the p ro­ 
p osed forms under which one p er 
cent of the affected emp loy ees’ 
wages and one p er cent of the 
emp loy ers’ p ay rolls will be col­ 
lected for 1937. Treasury officials 
said the regulations and forms 
p robably would not be ap p rov ed 
or made p ublic until late Nov em­ 
ber or December. 
Collections most likely will be 
on a monthly basis, it was said, 
with the assessment for January 
falling due the last day of Feb­ 
ruary . 
Hundreds 
of 
inquiries 
hav e come in already from the 
3,5 00,000 emp loy ers estim ated to 
be affected. 
Collectors in the 64 internal 
rev enue districts are busy listing 
the emp loy ers. The names

The board ex p ects to coop erate 
with the p ostoffice until transfer 
of the records into its jurisdic­ 
tion; but the tax collections are 
solely a treasury resp onsibility . 
Under the law, the tax on both 
emp loy ees and emp loy ers will re­ 
m ain a t one p er cent until 1939, 
run from then until 1943 a t one 
and a half p er cent, and grad­ 
ually rise to a max imum of three 
p er cent for 1949 and thereafter. 
The rev enue so gained 
will 
constitute an “old-age reserv e 
account” in the treasury . From 
this the p ensions will be dis­ 
bursed under certain conditions 
to p eop le who reach 65 after 
1942. Some lump sum p ay ments 
will go to p ersons who reach 65 
before th at time.

nerv ou sly th e seeming tend ency 
toward an armed clash between 
Germany and Ru ssia, with the 
possibility of Japan, sid ing with 
Germany . Many now are won­ 
d ering if this conflict may be d e- 
v eloptog rapid ly ou t of the Span­ 
ish imbroglio. 
Sov iet Dictator Stalin is said in 
informed qu arters to hold th a t 
Eu rope is rapid ly head ing toward 
war. Other Sov iet officials 
go 
fu rth er and say Germany is get­ 
ting read y to m arch across th e 
Ru ssian bord er. 
Ru ssia has taken time by the 
forelock and is calling for 
a 
showd own. The Spanish situ a­ 
tion prov id es th e issu e. 
The Sov iet is not d emand ing 
war, bu t au th oritativ e qu arters 
in Moscow d eclare she has noth ­ 
ing to lose and ev ery thing to 
gain by taking a strong stand 
now against Germany . 
Shou ld Ru ssia interv ene 
on 
th e sid e of th e hard -pressed rad ­ 
ical 
Spanish 
gov ernment, 
it 
wou ld be bou nd to cau se an u p­ 
heav al of some sort—u nless th e 
statesm en of Eu rope in general 
are wrong in th eir pred ictions. 
Germany and Italy long ago 
signaled “h and s off.” The poli­ 
cies of Hitler and Mu ssolini re­ 
gard ing th e rev olu tion hav e ru n 
parallel. Fu rtherm ore, both arer 
av o wedly anti-So v iet. 
It may be merely co incidence 
that Co unt Galeazzo Ciano , Ital­ 
ian fo reig n minister and Musso ­ 
lini’s so n-in-law, has arriv ed in 
Berlin amidst a blare o f welco m­ 
ing trumpets fo r an o fficial v isit. 


If it is a coincd ence, it may 
prov e an im portant one. 
Among th e first resu lts of Ci- 
ano’s v isit was an agreem ent- 
reported in well informed qu art­ 
ers in Berlin—th at Germany and 
Italy wou ld recognize th e insu r­ 
gent Fascist gov ernment almost 
immed iately after the rebels oc­ 
cu pied Mad rid . 
Ru ssia has said she will con­ 
tinu e 
to 
regard 
the 
present 
Spanish gov ernment as th e only 
lawfu l one, ev en thou gh it has 
to flee th e cou ntry . No recogni­ 
tion will be accord ed th e Fas­ 
cists. 
War between Germany 
and 
Ru ssia m ight giv e Mu ssolini a 
chance to play the role he long 
has been 
rehearsing—th a t of 
hold er of th e balance of power 
between Germany and France. 
France has a d efensiv e pact 
with Ru ssia and is pled ged to go 
to h er aid in ev ent of German 
aggression. France m ight find 
herself in a most u ncomfortable 
position, with a powerfu l Italian 
arm y hold ing u p th e “stop” sig­ 
nal ju st across h er 
sou thern 
bord er. 
Poland , with h er crack army , 
has been play ing abou t with both 
France and Germany . Perhaps, 
only h er d ictator, General Ed ­ 
ward Ry d z-Smigly , knows which 
way she wou ld ju mp. It wou ld be 
th e bu siness of General Ry d z- 
Smigly to pick the winner in* ad ­ 
v ance, and make no mistake.

Bu t they specifically 
kept for themselv es and th eir 
child ren th e righ t to liv e th eir 
own liv es, to speak freely ,

PUNS NOT KNOWN 


Terre Hau te, Ind ., Oct. 22 {IP)— 
Earl Browd er, Commu nist can­ 
d id ate for presid ent, was 
en 
rou te tod ay to New York, where 
he said h e wou ld d eterm ine 
“whether I will seek red ress” for 
the th w arting Tu esd ay nigh t of 
his second attem pt to make a 
rad io speech here. 
A crowd of sev eral hu nd red 
persons blocked his entrance to 
rad io station WBOW, forcing him 
to retreat to his hotel room amid 
a shower of rotten eggs 
and 
ov er-ripe tomatoes. 
Browd er left Terre Hau te say ­ 
ing th e city “h as few d efend ers 
of the constitu tion, d enies the 
righ t of free speech and appar­ 
ently goes in for mob ru le.” On 
his first appearance here Sept. 30 
Browd er was arrested on v agran­ 
cy charges and confined in a cell 
for 25 hou rs. 
Gov enor 
Pau l 
V. 
McNu tt 
termed th e d istu rbance “a d is­ 
gracefu l perform ance on both 
sid es” when a d elegation pre­ 
sented to him in Ind ianapolis a 
resolu tion say ing “y ou , as chief 
ex ecu tiv e of th is state, can not 
afford to pass th is atrocity w ith ­ 
ou t a t least ex pressing a sense of 
protest and ind ignation.” 
Among those who h ad signed 
th e resolu tion were Carl Mu llen 
of Gary , presid ent of th e In­ 
d iana State Fed eration of Labor, 
and th e Rev . Joseph D. Crain, 
national secretary of th e D epart­ 
m ent of Social Ed u cation and 
Social Action of th e Disciples of 
Christ chu rch. They assu red the 
gov ernor they h ad no connection 
with th e Commu nist party . 
The resolu tion said : 
“We, th e u nd ersigned , hav ing

Terre Hau te by an arm ed mob, 
consisting of self-appointed v i­ 
gilantes, who phy sically prev ent­ 
ed Earl 
Browd er, 
presid ential 
cand id ate 
of

Commu nist 
party , from carry ing ou t his con­ 
tract to speak ov er rad io station 
WBOW in Terre Hau te on Oct. 20 
at 11 p. m. 
“The apparent complete ind if­ 
ference on th e part of city offi­ 
cials toward su ch an ou trageou s 
action inev itably lead s to the 
su picion th a t it ws perpetrated 
with th e knowled ge and encou r­ 
agement which su ch mob inev it­ 
ably receiv ed by th e prev iou s ac­ 
tion of city officials who arrested 
Browd er on th e occasion of his 
former v isit September 30. 
“It is th e sentim ent of th is 
committee th at y ou , as th e chief 
ex ecu tiv e of th is state, can not 
afford to pass th is atrocity w ith ­ 
ou t at least ex pressing a sense of 
protest and ind ignation.
